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DETAILED ACTION 

Newly submitted claim 49 has been entered. The active claims are 1-49 of which 
claims 1, 12, 21 and 35 are independent claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,2,3,5,6,10,11, 30, 31 , 36, 21 , 24, 26, 34, 42 and 49 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kouznetsov (USP 7,240,102). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

unpatentable over Kouznetsov (USP 7,240,102) in view of Thomas (USP (6,681,250) .

Claim 48 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kouznetsov (USP 7,240,102). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103

Claims 35 and 45-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Salama (USP 7,197,549) in view of Thomas (USP (6,681,250). 

Details of the rejections have already been set forth in the last Office action. The 
details are incorporated herein by reference thereto. 
Response 

On page 10, Applicants agree that Kouznetsov is describing address assignment 
and that DHCP is used to assign address. However, Applicants contended that it is well 
known in the network computing arts that DHCP is a pull-type of address assignment 
protocol. Applicants' argument is not understood. The word "push" is to describe the act 
of loading and the word "pull" is to describe the act of retrieving (see Microsoft 
Dictionary, fourth edition). It is not understood how the act of assigning an address to a 
device can be done by retrieving (pulling) an address from the device. Further, 
Applicants fail to provide evidence to support that it is well known in the network 
computing arts that DHCP is a pull-type of address assignment protocol. Kouznetsov 
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clearly meets the claim limitation by teaching that IP address is assigned (loaded or 
pushed) into the device as admitted by Applicants.
